The great want of correct and reliable 
statistical information of the cotton crop 
from year toyear has resulted in great 
disuster and utter ruinto many, and it is 
believed that a correct collection and put- 
ting forth to the world in due time a 
statistical report will result in great good 
tothe planting interest of the South. 
And the late ‘fimancial “panic” which 
originated inthe city of New York inthe 
fall of 1873, occasioned a universal sus 
pension and failure throughout the coun- 
try, resulting in perhaps the most ruinous 
consequences to a very large class of the 
whole community, and especially embar- 
rassing to the planters, who of all others 
are the least responsible for the failure. 
And whereas, this failure on the part 
of the planters to meet their obligations 
has caused the Legislature to repeal the 
law known as the ‘‘Lien Law,” section 
1978 of the code, which repealing law 
goes into effect November 1st, 1874, 
which repeal completely wipes out the 
last summary legal security that enables 
the planter to get money to raise his 
crops. And it is evident that the usuerr’s 
interest charged and expected of the 
planter, has so burderied him with debt 
as to totally disqualify and incapacitate 
him for the payment of the debts, and it 
is clear to the minds of thinking men that 
the necessities of the planter and the re- 
lief from his present embarrassment 
financially, can only be effected by offer- 
ing to him facilities to secure cheaper 
money. ‘Therefore, 

Resolved, That -a committee of three 
from each Congressional District be ap- 
pointed to take into consideration the 
feasibility of the establishment of a Plan- 
ter’s Association, for the purpose of get- 
ting money on a cheader basis. And 
should said committee fix upon any 
plan whereby the great object sought to 
be attained, then said committee 1s 
authorized and empowered to memorial- 
ize the legislature to incorporate said 
association and by appropriate legislation 
to authorize by said act said associatoin 
to negotiate loans and full and com- 
plete power granted them to enforce all 
liens taken by them.
